Amiga SIG News

At last month’s meeting I demoed the Migraph 
Scanner, Migraph’s TouchUp software, scanning tray and 
Migraph’s Optical Character Recognition software. I 
wanted to clarify several points about how the Migraph 
scanner works. The scanner is capable of resolutions up 
to 400 dots per inch when digitizing line art (i.e. 
monochrome pictures consisting of straight lines and 
curves). However, when digitizing halftone pictures (e.g. 
photographs), the pixels are arranged in 6 x 6 blocks 
which allow digitizing up to 32 levels of gray. (Some other 
scanners digitize in 8 x 8 blocks which allow up to 64 
levels of gray - but at the loss of some resolution.) When 


‘using Touch Up, the image can be saved in various 


formats. There are two formats for saving gray-level 
halftone images: 256 gray-level TIFF or 24-bit IFF ILBM. 
(24 bit IFF allows for 256 shades of gray.) So the final file 
actually saved can contain up to 256 shades of gray. 
When originally purchased, the scanner’s transformer 
was defective. It was promptly replaced by Migraph along 
with the latest revision to the Touch Up software. I use 
the scanner to translate typewritten material into ASCII 
text files for a bi-monthly pro-passenger rail newsletter 
that I produce. I also have started to use the scanner to 
digitize photographs for the newsletter. 


Most of the scanned images need to be manipulated 
in one way or another before being placed in the 
newsletter. I have found the ASDG’s Art Department 
Professional (AdPro) along with ASDG’s Professional 
Conversion Package to be indispensable for manipulating 
images. I will be illustrating the use of AdPro at the June 
PCG meeting (Sunday, June 21). File formats abound. 
Each computer platform has one or more typical 
standards. IFF ILBM is commonly used as a file format 
standard on the Amiga. IMG is used on the Atari, TIFF 
and PCX are used on DOS machines to site just a few 
examples. In reality, any platform theoretically can use 
any file format. AdPro is capable of converting files from 
one format to another. It is a simple matter to convert 
TIFF files from, say, a DOS computer to IFF ILBM. 
AdPro supports conversions between many formats: IFF 
ILBM, TIFF, IMG, PCX, MACPAINT, RENDITION, 
IMPULSE (Imagine), SCULPT, SUNRASTER, TARGA 
and so on. But AdPro is not limited to converting between 
formats. The images can be manipulated in many simple 
and sophisticated ways. For example, the images can be 
dithered in many different ways (e.g. Floyd-Steinberg). 
Images can be tiled and composited. Brightness and 
contrast can be adjusted. Four color separations are a 
snap. One feature I have found very helpful for desktop 
publishing is the ability to output images directly to an 
HP LaserJet printer (or any Preferences supported 
printer). Along with the ability to use Floyd-Steinberg 
dithering you can produce photo realistic images 
(simulating 256 shades of gray) on paper using purely 
monochrome (i.e. two color) printers like the HP Laser Jet 
printer. In addition, AdPro can use many third party 
products such as Impulse’s Firecracker 24 24-bit color 
board, DCTV, HAME-E, GVP’s Impact Vision 24, PP&S’s 
Framegrabber, Epson’s high resolution full color scanner, 
and so on. The newsletter is big enough to discuss all of 
AdPro’s capabilities, but the ones I have listed should give 
you the basic idea. 


I have ordered a new animation video from AVID 
Publications. If this arrives in time, I'll show it from 
9:30am to about 10:30am on Sunday. We will also be 
looking at Commodore’s 3070 150 megabyte SCSI 
streaming tape drive used with the new Quarterback 5.0 
hard drive backup software. 


The June meeting ends the 1991-92 year. The PCG 
currently holds no meetings in July and August. What’s 
on the schedule for September, the beginning of the 92-93 

ear? PageStream 2.2 along with BME (Bit Map Editor), 

ageLiner (text processor) and HotLinks software that 
ties them all together will be demonstrated in September. 
In October we will take an in-depth look at Maple V - 
probably the most sophisticated scientific package 
available on the Amiga.

SETUP.HELP 


Running a Point System isn’t as hard as it seems. In 
fact, it is relatively simple. At least I found it easy to 
setup and to use. You however may have some 
difficulties. That is why I have compiled this archive. I 
have also sent this file as an Artcle in the Newsletter so 
it’s already printed out. You can have this right next to 
you when you go to setup your point system. 

This archive contains a few config files and a few files 
that make life pretty easy when setting up a point. Foozle 
is easy to setup. Just read the documentation and you're 
set. TrapDoor, however, is a little tougher. 

I have then included my config file for TrapDoor with 
alot of comments in the file itself for maximum help. I 
also have included a file called "Assigns". Just execute 
this file and it will assign your InBound: and OutBound: 
directories and assign your Mail: directory. 

If you are truly lost or don’t want to set everything 
up, here is the way I have things set up. is is 
guaranteed to work as I have it working now. 

Make a Sub-Directory on your hard drive (or format a 
floppy drive and name it) "Amiga_Point". Then create the 
following subdirectories (I will explain what these do 
later): "InBound", "OutBound", "Rexx", and "Bin". 


InBound: is where your 
packets are stored. 


OutBound: is where year outgoing message 
packets are stored. 


Bin: is where your executables are stored. 
Rexx: is where your Arexx commands are stored. 


incoming message 


Copy all your executable files to “Mail:Bin". All your 
configuration files go in "Mail:". en you register 
TrapDoor, your TrapDoor.Key file will also go in "Mail:". 

Now, before you can use your point software or do 
any calling, you need to execute the file "Assigns" from a 
Shell Prompt. You MUST be using a shell to run your 
point system and not a CLI. The reason is that I have a 
few aliases which makes life easier for you & me and as 
we all know, alias commands do not work from the CLI. 

Now, type the word "alias" in your shell prompt. If 
you did everything correctly, you should have 4 aliases.

Journeyman’s Travels: 
Diary of the Relieved 


I wrote in my last article about finding a printer and 
interface. Plus I handed out some advice. 
Let’s see what happened, this time around shall we? 


I, after yet another exhaustive search, located and ad 
for Lyco Computers in a magazine. Intrigued, I called 
them and found to my delight that Lyco was selling a 
printer with interface. At the time, I paid $130.00 for a 

tar NX-1001 printer and $40.00 for a Xetec Super 
Graphics Jr. interface. 

The printer was delivered to my house and soon I 
was figuring out how to hook it up. Once I hooked it up, I 
tested the printer and was ready for stage two. 

I was searching through my printer list on Geos 2.0 
for the NX-1001 printer. To my dismay, my printer wasn’t 
listed, so I didn’t know if any of the other printer drivers 
would work. 

Now, I thought that I had a real dilemma on my 
hands. Without the proper printer driver, my printer was 
useless. Instead of panicking, I located the nearest 
printer to mine. I found the Star NX-1000 Rainbow driver 
and transferred it to my GeoWrite disk to test it. 

To my joy, it worked and now I’m in business. 

Here's another round of tips: 


1. If you have Geos, I believe that Berkle 
Softworks has a variety of other GEO 
and related programs. (PCG also has a 
variety of programs that run on GEOS - 
ed). Check to see what you can purchase 
and how to get it. 


2. When you buy your printer for your Commodore 
64/128, it is advisable to not purchase a 
Commodore printer. Commodore’s 
printers can not be used with any other 
computers except Amigas with a cable. 
Your best bet is to buy a non-Commodore 
printer in case you do decide to upgrade to 
an IBM or Apple (or AMIGA -ed) 
computer. It will save you money later. 


3. Experiment with your set up and see what 
works for you.

Commodore Ready to Release the A570 CD-ROM 
Drive 


Commodore will shortly release its CD-ROM Drive for 
the Amiga 500. The unit plugs into the expansion port on 
the left side. The unit can also play standard music CD’s 
and CDTV CD’s. Essentially, the A570 turns any Amiga 
500 into a CDTV and should greatly increase the number 
of machines that can run CDTV software. 


Commodore Releases 386 Bridgeboard in the US 


Although already available in Europe, Commodore 
recently introduced its 386 Bridgeboard in the United 
States. The 386 Bridgeboard should have a street price of 
around $730. It runs at 20 megahertz and comes with 1 
megabyte of ram. You can add up to 8 megabytes of 
memory on the bridgeboard. The 386 Bridgeboard 
connects directly to the Amiga’s floppy drives and thus no 
drive is included. The new bridgeboard also comes with 
the new version of the Janus software. The 386 
Bridgeboard directly supports CGA graphics. You must 
add a VGA card if you want VGA graphics.

PageStream 2.2 


How to set the screen colors properly 
From the Soft-Logik Support BBS 


There still continues to be some confusion over screen 
colors and related problems. A change was made in PgS 
2.2 in the way that it matches colors in the color palette to 
the screen colors. First some things you must know: 

-- every color palette contains black and white. 

-- gray screen color (for the purposes of this 
discussion) is any screen color with EQUAL amounts of 
Red, Green and Blue. ie, all three sliders in the “Change 
Screen Colors" requester lined up. 

-- PgS 2.2 uses the first two and the last two screen 
colors for the page, the hilites, menus, requesters, option 
selected colors... etc. 

-- PgS 2.2 matches the White objects up to the 
lightest "gray" screen color. 

-- PgS 2.2 matches the Black objects up to the 
darkest "gray" screen color. 

-- IF there is only one "gray" color in the screen 
colors, then both Black objects Fa mail text), and White 
objects (the page) map to this color. 


If you start PgS2.2 without a PSPrefs file, it will use 
the standard WB2 screen colors. If you do not have a 
flicker fixer, then you know that the Black and White 
objects next to each other can be quite a visual 
distraction. What some folks have done because of the 
flicker, or just because they wanted different colors, is 
change the colors to something else which they find more 
pleasing. Whether this is a leftover PgS2.1 PSPrefs file, 
or a changed PgS 2.2 WB2 screen colors, if they have less 
than two "gray" colors by the above definition, they have 
both Black and White mapping to the same screen color. 
This means that text will not be visible on the page! If 
there is only one "gray" and it is 100% White, then the 
page and the TEXT will be white. If the only "gray" is 
totally Black, then the text and the Page will be black! 
This is the way it is supposed to work! It’s NOT broken. 
Please tell anyone who is reporting a Black page, or if text 
does not show up on screen, to make sure that they have 
a least TWO "gray" screen colors by the above definition.

You can define the text wrap operation of a box. This 
means if the text is to go around a box or graphic. Finally 
ProPage can flow text around an irregular structured box 
or graphic! You can force text to flow around a structured 
graphic on only the widest side, the left side, the right 
side, or not allow text on either side of the graphic. 

Another nice feature is the Hide Contents button. 
You use this button on a box to put a pattern on the 
screen where your text would be. This speeds up screen 
refreshes.

Now we come to the part I like best!

toolbox and up comes a requester. The function genies are 
useful for automating common operations such as makin 
changes to an existing document or creating specia 
effects like drop shadows. I have counted 53 of these 
function genies. The one I use a lot is the hot-link to Art 
Department Professional. With this genie you can click 
on a box filled with a graphic, zoom over to ADPro, make 
some changes, them zoom back to ProPage. Another great 
genie is the SavePrefs genie. You can customize a 
configure file to your needs which will be run every time 
you start up ProPagó. You can have this start-up file run 
an AutoSave genie to remind you to save your document 
every so many minutes and create a back-up file. 

The second type of genie is the Page Genie. These 
page genies are automated templates. ere are six of 
these:

Simply click on the genie for the type of pages you 
need and the ARexx script does the rest. To do a 
newsletter click on that genie and a template pops up. A 
requester asks for the type and size of print for the 
Headline, then the type and size print for the volume 
number and date. There are boxes laid out to put your 
text in. 

If you wanted to print out labels for a dot-matrix or 
laser printer click on the Avery genie Avery makes 
commercial labels for such things as: mailing lists, 
audio/video cassettes, file folders, floppy disks, etc. A 
requester pops up to ask you what kind of label you want 
from mailing labels to cassette labels. Nothing could be 
more simple. 

The genies are a real time saver. Every one of them 
can be modifies to suit your needs. You can also define 
your own genies. (You must know how to write scripts 
Petty anem. Speaking of ARexx ProPage 3.0 supports 
330 xx commands! 


Do I like the new update? Yes, I do. But, I do have 
one complaint. The on screen text is harder to read. 
ProPage 3.0 seems to be a little faster and with the hide 
contents and the screen updates are much faster. The 
extra added fonts are a big plus, as is the FontManager, 
and the genies. I believe these added features really put 
Erornge 3.0 ahead in the competition. Try it, you'll like it!

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program. I am not going to take you step by step in the 
program as the documentation does that well enough. 
One thing I AM going to mention is that when it asks for 
your POINTNET, set it to 0. That makes it a WHOLE lot 
easier for me. 

Here is where it all ties in. Type "CallBoss" from your 
shell prompt. In a few moments, if you have done 
everything correctly, a TrapDoor screen will appear and 
then proceed to call the PCG BBS. It will then receive the 
new messages from the PCG BBS into your InBound: 
directory. Once the transfer is complete and you hangup, 
quit TrapDoor and load in Foozle. (Type "Foozle" from the 
Shell Prompt.) Import your mail from Foozle and read 
away. Reading, writing, and replying is covered in the 
documentation to Foozle. 

I think that’s it. This is rather long and I may 
submit this as an article in the Newsletter so don’t be too 
surprised. If you are reading this from the newsletter, the 
filename to download from the BBS is 
"POINTHELP.LHA". You must have an Amiga to run a 
point. 

That’s about all I wanted to say. If you have any 
comments, feel free to leave me private mail.
